. Depressing Opinions as Truths. 

“Some, letters from the Eastern 
States are pessimistic in the gloomiest 
‘European style. Depressing opinions 
ere offered to us as dark truths. ‘The 
old .Yankee race is dying out like the 
Indians,’ we are told. The/foundling 
breed’ which Griginated\.the language, 

law, tutions and distinctive soul 
of America is. dwindling. The rising 
generation shows more and more the 
influence of Italians, Slavs, Jews, 
Irish and Germans. 

“It seems that beneath the surface 
of so-called prosperity America is be- 
ing’ ruined by a thing called the in- 
stalment system, by which millions of 
victims, hypnotized to begin with by 
another sinister thing called salesman- 
skip, are chained to everlasting time 
payments for pianos; perambulators, 
motor cars, houses and heaven knows 
what. Taxes and rents are unbearable 
and in a short time will come an end 
to. the payments.. 

“There will he Hell-té pay: ” roundly 
declares one correspondent, who claims 
descent from Strong Bow and writes 
like it. ‘Strong Bow Junior assures u3 
that after hell is paid there will be a 
deluge, which suggests successive 
calamities of fire and water surpassing 
the Apocalypse. 

“To comment adequately 
would require a book of 
pulence.. We would like 
‘Jeremiah on Sun Spots.’ We shall 
say that in our excellent opinion of 
America and:its prospects we are fixed 
by the majority of our ,correspondents 
rather, than moved to repentance by 
the rest. 

“Our personal memory of American 
affairs is rather long. Lynching and 
violence in industrial disputes were 
‘worse in the 90’s than now.

The Day of Wrath. 


Instantly the attitude of the Legisla- 
ture changed. So far from giving the 
State what it had expected, “a busi- 
ness administration; Governor Hart- 
ley, it was widely acclaimed, had be- 
come “an obstructionist.”’ His idea of 
economy, it was declared, was ‘‘te do 
nothing.” There was hot wrath on 
the part of ‘friends of ¢ducation.” 
Resentment against the Governor's 
Strictures upon State policies and 
practice as related to State-owned tim- 
ber fields was emphatic, even bitter. 
The brief of it_all is that a Legisla- 
ture in nominal political alliance with 
the Governor that had previously il- 
lustrated its good-will teward him, 
turned sharply about-facé, assuming 
an attitude of positive enmity.

Besides the political 
strength of the special interests as- 
sailed, oppositién to the Governor has 
the support of wide-spread sentiment, 
including ‘the popular regard for edu- 
cation. In alliance with it is a poli- 
tical faction that bears tis” title. of 
‘peguiarity” and that las long ruled 
the Republican organization of the 
State. Another potential factor is the 
interest. and sentiment of the City of 
Seattle as related to the demands of 
the State University. 

On the other hand, and broadly 
speaking, the Governor’s program 
reforms, if it May not be commended 
in all its details, in the main com- 
mands, I believe, the respect of who- 
ever will examine it without prejudice. 

Governor Hartley, whose resentment 
against what he deems bad practice in 
State affairs has precipitated all this 
ruction, is a man of positive person- 
ality. He is no mere sentimentalist, 
but a man of practical and successful 
experience in affairs. In the conduct 
of his own business he exercises a 
sound discretion; without being a rich 
man he is a man of substantial means. 

Born in. New Brunswick, his .life 
since childhood has been spent in 
Minnesota.and Washington. For many 
years he has been actively engaged in 
the timber industry as a logger and 
mill man. Incidentally,, some » years 
back, he served his home ¢ity of 
Everett as its Mayor, He is an out- 
spoken champion of the rights of the 
non-union worker as against the more 
aggressive demands of organized labor.

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“ ANTI-COOLIDGE.” 


Republican managers express the toa 
that the great gathering of farm organ- 
izations in Des Moines next week may 
prove to be an, “ anti-Coolidge’ demon- 
stration.” It is a new phrase créeping 
into our politics. The question seem; 
to be more of a man than of a party. 
For more than @ year past several Wash- 
ington correspondents have specialized 
in studying the political strength of 
President CooLipce.. One in particular, 
who writes anonymously for The ‘Néw 
Republic, has worried himself almost ill 
trying to discover signs that Mr, Coot- 
IWGE is losing strength. Latterly, he .s 
positive that he has discovered them. 
There are multiplying indications that a 
strong anti-Coolidge. faction is forming 
within the Republican Party. Incidental 
evidence of this is found by some in the 
fact that. Senator Cummins. of Iowa, 
long known as a stanch supporter of. the 
President, has recently ok a that 
Mr. CooLipce will not be renominated in 
1928. This came as one more signal for 
all the big and little anti-Coolidgeites 
to lift up their heads and sing for joy. 

What does it mean to be anti-Coolidge? 
Out of the large public issues itivolved 
in the answer mere personal dislikes 
ought to be scrupulously ruled. A man 
may have little sympathy with the Cool- 
idge ‘temperament,’ yet feel strongly 
drawn to the Coolidge policies. It is 
against them, or at least some of them, 
that one’ must take his position if he is 
fairly and sincerely willing to be 
as anti-Coolidge. The President’s popu- 
larity and prestige with Republican Sen- 
ators may be shrinking. , Many things 
go to show that they are. But this leaves 
untouched the question whether his hold 
on the approval of the great majority 
of his fellow-countrymen -has been 
About that we have - little 
decisive evidence. Even in the: coming 
November. elections there mgy not be a 
conclusive test of the President as dis- 
tinct from his party. 

Meanwhile, if any Republicans are 
going to come out openly against’ Mr. 
CooLipce it will be in order to ask them 
to what they object. ‘Is it to the Presi- 
dent’s steady insistence upon govern- 
mental economy? Do they quarrel with 
his demand for tax reduction? Are they 
opposed. to his cghduct of foreign af- 
fairs, to his Philippine policy, to his de- 
sire to work as far as possible with the 
League of Nations for disarmament ani 
world peace? It is said, we know, that 
the President’s attitude toward projects 
of farm relief is the main stumbling- 
block, the chief reason why many West- 
ern Republicans are. now letting them- 
selves be known as anti-Coolidge. 

On this vexed subject, it must! be edn- 
fessed, the President in his public utter- 
ances was not entirely clear or consis- 
tent.

THE AMERICAN VILLAGE. 


The. American public has yet to dis- | 
cover the village and “its place in our |. 
national life. “The country ” is not.all 
open spaces, dotted here and there by } 
a farm or.a school o: a church, It also, 
contains the village, the small community 
of from 250 to 2,500 population. , The-vil- | 
| lage ‘may look like the country to the 
city dweller; but its inhabitants differ | 
almost as widely, in their. interests.and 
their point of view, from those of the 
open country as‘they do from the city: 
population, How wide these differences 
are, what influence they exert, has at 
last been given. statistical verification 
in a recently published report of the In- 
stitute of Social and Religious Research,- 
written by C. LuTHer Fry, reviewed in 
the Book Section of today’s| Times, It 
fills a gap in our knowledge: which: the 
Census, Bureau’ and rural sociologists 
have so far failed adequately to fill. 

Mr. Fry’s findings disclose the .Ameri- 
can village as the citadel of conservatism 








the one, side apd the. radicalism of the 
big city wage workers’ on the other, 
Over 12,000,000 Americans, one of every 
eight, live there: These people are not 
predominantly farmers. In the Middle 
Western villages, for instance, only a 
little more than one-tenth of the popula- 
tion makes its living on the land. Nor are 
they tradesmen, . Even in States where 
‘the proportion is relatively high, less 
than one-fourth of the working inhab- 
itants are engaged in trade.’ The village 
is primarily a small-8cal2 manufacturing 
centre. Mr, Fry shov7s that the largest 
single economic ‘groups in villages are 
~unskilled laborers, working in manufac- 
turing plants, and “ proprietors, owners 
and managers "—the latter having a 
proportion to the village population 70 
per cent. greater than in the large urban 
centres. The atmosphere ‘of small 
proprietorship, proverbially conservative, 
dominates. the village and is -in little 
danger of disturbance. ‘It is further 
intensified by the comparatively large 
number of old people and clergymen who 
live in villages, the small nuniber of chil: | 
dren per family compared with the coun- 
try, and the large proportion of home 
ownership and native white stock com- 
pared with the city. 

What the future réle of the village in 
our national drama will be is a matter 
of speculation. Mr. Fry has found that, 
contrary to the general impression, the 
village is growing in numerical and 
social importance. In the past twenty 
years villages have increased from five 
to nine times as fast asthe open country 
population, and considerably more than 
‘the nation’s population as a whole. In 
three out of eight regions villages have 
grown faster even than the cities, Since 
village mothers have fewer children than 
those on the farm, these facts emphasize 
the exodus from the open country

Mr. .Fry’s figures explain why. other 
students have found that farmers in 
States like Wisconsin and Minnesota 
voted “radical” while the smal] town 
voters were highly conservative.

FASCISM IN THE TWO 
SICILIES. 


The -old) Kingdom of Naples, or the 
Two Sicilies, has long been regarded as 
the most backward part of Italy, With- 
out glancing at historical and physical 
causes, it may be said in general that 
hygienic, economic and social conditions 
have been deplorable. . The rural people, 
the mass of the population, have had for 
generations the hardest. of struggles to 
make a living. The soil was farmed on 
unfair: systems of tenure ‘from. great 
landlords, holders of the still ‘undivided 
immense feudal estates. ‘Some 8,000,000 
tenant farmers, uneducated, kiowing 
only ancient’ and unproductive methods 
of agriculture, were. steépéd ‘in nfalaria. 
Every night, .before sunset, they ‘had. to 
trudge ; miles off, to squalid towns. on 
‘the’ hills.” Emigration’ was thelr only, 
refuge; emigration to the United States 
their-hope, now largely cut off. 

Again and again Italian Governments 
tried to help them,’ but were defeated 
every time. Thete was scant money 
available for the purpose; and the local 
bosses and cliques and contract-jobbers ' 
got: most of it. Industry suffered. not 
alone from the lack of capital and credit, 
but from an almost total lack of com- 
munication. The few railroads were in- 
competent in management and‘ equip- 
ment. One might. almost say that the: 
country districts were roadless. Such 
was the region which the Fascist Govern- 
ment set out a year ago to improve. ‘It 
was divided into eight zones, under 
inspectors - at. .Caserta, Aquila, Bari, 
Potenza, Catanzaro, Palermo, Cagliari, 
Naples... All these ‘zones «were co- 
ordinated by a commission under the 
Ministry-of Public Works. The Naples | 
correspondent of The London Times 
shows us.‘the scheme, projected as a 
whole, in fruitful operation: 

Plans from all zones have now been 
sent in and generally adopted, and work 
has begun on them in all parts of the 
country. Malarial districts are being 
‘drained and cleaned, great ‘irrigation , 
schemes are being carried out, reser- 
voirs and aqueducts made, wells sunk, 
hill-towns ‘supplied with . pure. water; 
forests are being planted,~new roads, 
railways and bridges being built, ports 
‘enlarged. and -improved, housing. and 
school accommodation © provided, 
devastated by earthquake and landslip 
‘made habitable, miotor-car services ex- 

‘*tended, arid farmers encouraged td use 
better methods and formulas for ¢ulti- 
vation. Méasures. have been adopted 
for the settlement of. reclaimed land by 
means of so-called . ‘ internal . emigra-/ 
tion,” and. boards have been set up to 
regulate the supply of labor.’ Schemes 
have been formulated for the substitu- 
tion of cottage and. garden villages in 
place of the old horribly crowded towns 
where whole families | live. in: aingle 
rooms.

dustry and Labor, who declared that 


"the legislation did ‘not favor aliens: to 


the detriment of Mexicans.’ — 

> ‘The Mexican commercial bodies asked 
that the laws be amended to “allow 
the land owner to extend his rights to 


“the sub-soil, and that the preference 


be granted him for concessions, at the 
fame time exempting him from thé ob- 


. ligation of making guarantee deposits 


and of. effecting . the investments 
ordered by the law and its regula- 
tions.’ It was further stated: in the 
petition that if the Mexican laws were 
s0 framed as to continue to favor the 
land owner, the national wealth for 
the most part would remain. within 
Mexico, whereas, under the . present 
statutes, the foreign companies export 
the oi! products almost in their en- 
tirety. 

e reply to Sefior Morones, which 
became public through an: interview 
with Oscar K. Goll, Executive Secre- 
tary in New York of the Association 
for the Advancement of Commerce and 
Industry in Mexico, said: 

“The regulations of the petroleum 
law do not favor aliens to the detri- 
ment of Mexicans; all they do is ad- 
just themselves to the Constitution 
and.to the law, and it was the present 
Constitution; in its Article 27, which 
nationalized petroleum and in a clear 
and’ unequivocal manner established 
that the exploitation of these resources 
should: be effected by means of con- 
cessions. And as regards deposits 


“and investments, the reason adduced 


for. demanding them is obvious; it is 
desirable to require. guarantees. of 
work going on in earnest, -in defense 
of collective welfare. 

"It should also be noted that the 5 
per. cent. which the. industrialist ‘must 
pay: to’ the surface owner is not the 
maximum, as the proprietors think, 
but the minimum. .The majority of 
the .contracts concerted unrestrictedly 
between industrialists and surface 
owners rarely go above 15 per cent. as 
royalty. The law is careful to, stipu- 
late, ‘however, that the surface Owner 
be indemnified for the: area which the 
industrialist may remove from his con- 
trol, and that the payment must be 
made with the intervention of this de- 
partment. 

“The assertion, that it is attempted 
to‘establish differences. between Mexi · 
cans and aliens, to the benefit of the 
latte, is untrue...-The .country’s wel- 
fare. demands that the, exploitation of 
its resources. be granted to whomever 
cah carry out the same effectively. to 
the benefit of the commonwealth, 
without distinction of nationalities.’’’
